With undiminishod violence the Ger- 


mans continued their attacks along 
the Verdun front, east of the Meuse. 


The French war office report says 


these assaults were unsuccessful. 


Repeated attacks

French infantry against German posi- 
tions on the Verdun front east of the 
Meuse broke down with heavy losses, 
the Berlin war office announced. 


The Germans attacked the French 


position in the region of Vaux and 
Daniloup. 
Between iho fort and the 


village of Daniloup, the German offen- 
sive was 
particularly severe. 
The 


French are still in possession of Forl 
Vaux. 
In the vicinity of Douaumont 


there was heav\ artillery lighting. Un- 
successful German raids were under- 
taken in the Vosges. 


In their repeated attacks on Fort 


Vaux the Germans are hurling forward 
their infantry in masses so compact 
that the first ranks are obliged to ad- 
vance to certain death. The assault- 
ing columns debouch from the village 
of Damloup, which is below the fort 
and , seperated 
from 
it by a ravine 


which they are obliged to cross to at 
tain the slopes near the front.

three days this spot has been the 
scene of carnage which has saturated 
the ground with blood. 


One German column advanced nc 


farther than the bottom of the ravine. 
The front .ranks, pushed on by those 
behind, fell as fast as they reached 
the dead line swept by the French 
quick 
firers. 
As they toppled over 


others came on to take their place 
and fall in turn. 


French officers who have returned 


from the Verdun front, although hard- 
ened to the worst sights of war, de- 
clare the butchery there 
surpassed 


imagination. 


The Germans at Verdun, centered 


their attacks south of Fort de Douau- 
mont. 


Between Fort de Vaux and Fort de 


Douaumont they made some progress, 
pushing down a ravine to the Boia 
Fumin, northwest of Fort de Vaux. To 
the east and south they have already 
entered the village of Damloup, and 
the line from Fort de Vaux to Dam- 
loup was subjected to a severe bom- 
bardment. 


On the west bank of the 
Meuse 


there has been an intense bombard- 
ment of the French positions at Hill 
304. 


Despatches from British headquar 


ters in France under Saturday's date, 
say that around famous Hill 60 and 
Sanctuary wood the Canadians have 
been doing the stiffest fighting of theii 
experience in the course of the pre- 
vious two days' action.

With undiminished violence the Ger­ 
mans continued their attacks along 
the Verdun front, east of the Meuse. 
The French war oflice report says 
these assaults were unsuccessful. 
Repeated attacks 
by 
masses 
ol 
French infantry against German posi­ 
tions on the Verdun front oast of the 
Meuse broke do>vn with heavy losses, 
the Berlin war oflice announced. 
The Germans attacked the French 
position in the region of Vaux and 
Damloup. 
Between the fort and the 
village of Damloup, the German offen* 
Bive was 
particularly 
severe. 
The 
French are still in possession of Fori 
Vaux. 
In 'the vicinity of Douaumont 
there was heavy artillery fighting. Un­ 
successful German raids wore under­ 
taken in the Vosges. 
In their repeated attacks on Fori 
Vaux the Germans are hurling forward 
their infantry in masses so compact 
that the first ranks are obliged to od- 
vance to certain death. The assault­ 
ing columns debouch from the village 
of Damloup, which is below the fort 
and . seperated 
from 
it by a ravine 
whicii they are obliged to cross to at­ 
tain the silopes near the front. 
Fo^ 
three days this spot has been the 
scene of carnage which has saturated 
the ground with blood. 
One Gorman column advanced no 
farther than the bottom of the ravine. 
The front ranks, pushed on by those 
behind, fell as fast as they reached 
the dead line swept by the French 
quick firers. 
As they toppled over 
others came on to take their place 
and fall in turn. 
French ofllcers who have returned 
from the Verdun front, although hard­ 
ened to the worst sights of war, de­ 
clare tho butchery there surpassed 
imagination. 
The Germans at Verdun, centered 
their attacks south of Fort de Douau­ 
mont. 
Between Fort de Vaux and Fort de 
Douaumont they made some progress, 
pushing down a ravine to the Boia 
Fumin, northv;est of Fort de Vaux. To 
the east and south they have already 
entered the village of Damloup, and 
the line from Fort de Vaux to Dam­ 
loup was subjected to a severe bom* 
bardment. 
On the west bank of tho Mouse 
there has been an intense bombard­ 
ment of the French positions at Hill 
3U4. 
Despatches from British headquar 
tors in Franco under Saturday's date, 
say that around famous Hill GO and 
Sanctuary wood tho Canadians have 
been doing the stiffest fighting of tlieli 
experience in the course of the pre­ 
vious two days' action. 
They have 
held the entire front attacked, and, 
unless the fighting spreQ^ds, this ii 
entirely their battle. 
The Germans' guns had been rela­ 
tively quiet for several days, when 
they suddenly opened up the heaviest 
bombardment any Canadian veteran 
has known, using all kinds of guns 
from heavy horwitzers to trench mor 
tars, not only battering the trenches, 
but covering a wide area of ground in 
tbe rear to prevent tlie bringing up 
of supports. 
'*But it was not this time as in iht 
earlier battles on he Ypres salient 
when the Germans threw tliree ox 
four shelss to one," said an officer. 
“The British guns returned equal vol­ 
umes on tlie Germans after they were 
In our trenches." 
Under support of gunfire the Cana­ 
dian battalions, whic-h include many 
Americans, immediately turned on th« 
Germans in a series of counter at- 
tacks. 
They fought throughout thg 
night and were engaged all Saturday 
doggedly bombing their way back tc 
the pos3ession of the position which 
tbey had lost. 
Parlies rushed In at 
different points^ bombing and bayonet- 
ting right and left an(J before their 
fierce work ended they had regained 
all but a few yards.

Artistic Articles 
Caa Be Made From 
Remnanis of Crash 


Often in her rambles in the shops 
the watchful needlewoman will be 
able to pick up small remnants of 
crash, Just a little too long for tow­ 
els or of too fine a qualiíy^ These sho 
can make up into numerous arli.stic 
and ^useful articles if she but takes 
the time. 
There is a new kind of fudge apron 
which calls for a fine crash toweling. 
A straight piece of toweling 
about 
three-quarters of a yard long makes 
tho front of the apron reaching to 
tho shoulders. 
To this are attached 
straps which pass over tht; .shoulders, 
cross the back and fasten to the front 
piece just at the waist line at the 
sides. 
This is a littlo cooler apron 
than tlie kind which slips over the 
head, and has an entire back of the 
crash and requires less material, a 
yard being almost enough. 
A suit­ 
able cross-stitch design is worked at 
tho bottom of the apron and the en­ 
tire 
edge is blanket-stitched 
with 
blue, even to the joinings of the 
straps at the shoulder line. 
Snaps 
under covered buttons hold the strays 
at the sides. 
A mending bag of generous propor­ 
tions can be made from a length of 
narrow crash. 
The top is slightly 
curved out to fit the waist and a belt 
of crash starts from one side and

Thieves Rifle Register for $42. 


While N. L. Minter, proprietor of a 


grocery store on Center Square, Gettys- 
burg, was at dinner at noon on Monday, 
the clerk in charge of the store, Earl Stroup, 
received a call by telephone asking him to 
bring a dozen eggs to the store of R. P. 
Funkhouser, the man who spoke to Stroi'p. 
saying he was "Mr. Funkhouscr"; and 
when the clerk left the store to deliver the 
''order", robbers gained entrance through 
a rear door and tapped the cash register 
for about $42. Most of the money taken 
was in bills. There was one check of about 
$3 in the haul. It was one of the boldest 
and cleverest robberies ever perpetrated in 
Gettysburg, the robbery having been com- 
mitted in broad daylight, and in less than 
five minutes*that the clerk was away from 
the store. There are no clues for the police. 


When Stroup received the call, he in- 


formed the supposed "Mr. Funkhouser" 
that he could not get away then; that he 
was alone. The other declared he was go- 
ing out at once and wanted the goods, sug- 
gesting that Stroup lock the front door 
and deliver them. Thinking there would 
be no danger in leaving the store long 
enough to run across the Square with the 
eggs, Stroup did so, locking the front en- 
trance but not the door at the rear. When 
Stroup arrived at the Funkhouser store, he 
was told no one had ordered eggs from 
there, and believing someone had either 
played a joke on him, or that he had mis- 
understood the name, he returned to the 
store and left the eggs in the bag on the 
counter, thinking some one might call for 
them. He did not notice the robbery of 
the register. Mr. Minter relieved him 
shortly before 1 o'clock, and when Stroup 
returned from dinner, the proprietor asked 
him about the money and it was then that 
the incident became known.

When they 
struck a breaker in the road, a tire flew off 
from one of the front wheels and the auto- 
mobile, driven and owned by Grover 
Cluck, skidded, crashing into a bank at 
the side of the road. Tate, Robinson and 
Trimmer were hurled ten feet thru the air, 
and fell cl^ar of the car, in the road ahead. 
Neither Tipton nor Cluck were thrown 
from the car. Robinson was rendered un- 
conscious for several minutes. Another 
tire was placed on the wheel, and the par- 
ty continued to Gettysburg.

While N, L. Minter, proprietor of a 
grocery store on Center Square, Gettys­ 
burg, was af dinner at noon on Monday, 
the clerk in charge of the store, Earl Stroup, 
received a call by telephone asking him to 
bring a dozen eggs to the store of R. P. 
Funkhouser, the man who spoke toStrol’p.

Was It A Case of Brain Storm ? 


Since our issue of hut week, many in- 


quiries have been made at this office, both 
by the citizens of the Borough and through 
the mails, in regard* to the Town Council 
of the Borough of New Oxford, pa* sing a 
peddlers ordinance and having it advertis- 
qd—in preference to the local publication 
—in a pifper of which there are, perhaps, 
not more than a dozen copfes circulated 
among the tax payers and business men of 
the town who are supposed to obtain such 
licenses. Indeed, we are sorry to state 
that we are unable to explain, but, per- 
haps, dear reader, if you will pass a thought 
between lines as you read, you may be 
able to "catch" the intentions of our law- 
makers, or a certain clique of them. The 
action is claimed to be without a parallel 
within the Commonwealth of Pennsylva- 


nia. 


Before making any further comment 


upon the matter, it should be understood, 
that, had the copy for this ordinance bet>n 
presented at the office of THE ITEM on the 
Wednesday morning following its passage, 
with an order for immediate insertion it 
would have been before our readers within 
four hours thereafter, and at least 3 hours 
earlier than any other paper in the county. 
But no questions were asked with regard 
to its publication here. 


When a representative of THE ITEM in- 


terviewed His Excellency.tM president of 
the local lawmakers, his reply was "There 
was no reason whatever for having the ad- 
vertising done elswhere, excepting that we 
wanted to rush it through !" A brilliant 
idea ! 


Heretofore, perhaps ever since the town 


was incorporated, when an ordinance was 
ordained it was placed in the hands of the 
Secretaay, whose duty it was to have them 
advertised. Now, was it a case of brain- 
storm on the part of His Excellency, and 
colleagues, to grab onto this special ordi- 
nance, and "rush it through ?" But why 
rush it through ? New Oxford has beeu a 
borough for 40 years, without this ordi- 
nance; the ordinance had bfen spoken of 
and argued about at the Council chamber 
for at least four months before its final 
passage. And if it was not a brainstorm 
that caused His Excellency with his col- 
leagues, and His Imperial Majesty, the 
Chief Executive, to "rush it through", we 
should like to know just what you would 
call it! 


Well, the ordinance was "rushed" to 


Gettysburg by auto on Wednesday even- 
ing, 
at least 5 hours after it could have 


been published at home, and to still further 
delay its publication the "Storm Stricken" 
president evidently had a bad effect upon 
the employees of the print shop with this 
onrush. It was put in type and when it 
appeared in print on Friday, the name of 
His Imperial Majesty, the chief executive, 
was omitted, and it was reprinted on Sat- 
urday, correctly--the first legal insertion 
—three days later than it could have been 
published at home. That was ''rushing it 
thru"! 


We are pleased to state, according to 


report, that it wfes not the intention of the 
majority of the Council that this act was 
perpetrated, it was not left to a majority 
vote as to where the advertising was to be 
done, but we do know that a visit was 
made to the county seat prior to the pas- 
sage of the ordinance, to ascertain if it was 
legal to have it done away from the local 
publication 
But whether it was for the 


purpose of keeping it from the observation 
of the local citizens, and taxpayers and 
those liable to its restrictions, or to deprive 
the publisher of the local paper of the lit- 
tle money there is in it, we are unable to 
explain. It may be, as with the traffic or- 
dinance, to "catch the precious few" and 
allow the hundreds to pass unobserved, as 
is said to be the case. We are no longer 
located on Park Square to make observa- 
tion. 


But again we ask, Why the Rush of the 


Peddler's Ordinance ? What was the ob - 
ject to "rush it through" ?

Heretofore, perhaps ever since the town 
was incorporated, when an ordinance was 
ordained it was placed in the hands of the 
Sccretai^s whose duty it was to have them 
advertised. Now, was it a case of brain­ 
storm on the part of His Excellency, and 
colleagues, to grab onto this special ordi­ 
nance, and “rush it through ?*' But wh}' 
rush it through? New Oxford has been a 
borough for 40 years, without this ^ ’di- 
nance; the ordinance had been spoken of 
and argued about at the Council chamber 
for at least four months before its final 
passage. And if it was not a brainstorm 
that caused His Excellency with his col­ 
leagues, and His Imperial Majesty, the 
Chief Executive, to “rush it through**, we 
should like to know just what you would 
call i t ! 
Well, the ordinance was ‘‘rushed** to 
Gettysburg by auto on Wednesday even­ 
ing, at least 5 hours after it could have 
been published at home, and to still further 
delay its publication the “Storm Stricken'* 
president evidently had a bad effect upon 
the employees of the print shop with this 
onrush. It was put in type and when it 
appeared in print on Friday, the name of 
His Imperial Majesty, the chief executive, 
was omitted, and it was reprinted on Sat­ 
urday, correctly—the first legal insertion 
—three days later than it could have beer 
published at home. That was ‘‘rushing it 
thru"! 
I 
We are pleased to state, according to 
report, that it wñs not the intention of the 
'majority of the Council that this act was 
perpetrated, it was not left to a majority 
vote as to where the advertising v/as to be 
done, but we do know that a visit was 
made to the county seat prior to the pas­ 
sage of the ordinance, to ascertain if it was 
legal to have it done away from the local 
publication. But whether it was for the 
purpose of keeping it from the observation 
of the local citizens, and taxpayers and 
those liable to its restrictions, or to deprive 
the publisher of the local paper of the lit­ 
tle money there is in it, we are unable to 
explain. 
It may be, as with the traffic or.- 
dinance, to “catch the precious few" and 
allow the hundreds to pass unobserved, as 
is said to be the case. We are no longer 
located on Park Square to make observa­ 
tion. 
Hut again we ask. Why the Rush of the 
Peddler's Ordinance ? W hat was the ob - 
ject to “rush it through" ?

KINO GUSTAVE OF SWEDEN. 


Scandinavian kings at Malmo in De- 
cember, 1914, when the neutrality of 
the north formally was proclaimed. 
There was perhaps just a little feeling 
of uneasiness, attributable to a lack of 
counsel, when King Gustavo of Swed 
en suggested the conference which was 
recently held here. 
! Officials of the three governments 
feel that, difficult and complex as has 
.been the situation in the past, they 
have yet to deal with the real crises 
of the war. It Is realized here that 
before peace possibly can bring an end 
,to hostilities the situation on one side 
or the other must be far more despcr- 


«-'ate than it is today. 
| Ever so often there spreads over 
Scandinavia the report that Germany 
intends eventually to "seize" Denmark 
Of course these reports seldom get be- 
yond word of mouth—travelers return 
ing from Germany assure their friends 
they heard the news from leliable 
sources—and consequently they do not 
call for official or other denials. 


I On the other hand, there comes just 
as often from Sweden or Norway the 
report that England, with a prolonged 
stress of war, would eventually shut 
off all supplies from the Scandinavian 
countries as the one sure method of 
stopping "leaks" to Germany and Aus- 
tria. England has trade agreements 
with Norway and Denmark, however, 
which,seem to be working In a satis 
factory manner. 


I The wholly unauthenticated rumors 
as to the sinister intentions of the op- 
posing bepige/ents are set aside, of 
'course, as worthless. They would be 
'completely dismissed if it were not for 
the ever increasing fear that there may 
be two or three years more of fighting. 
The complications that these years 
would bring about, the effect of the 
long drawn out struggle upon the bel- 
ligerents and the constant encroach- 
ments upon neutral rights are looked 
forward to with anything but quietude. 


In connection with the conference 


the general feeling here was that Swed- 
ish sentiment favored a more aggres- 
sive attitude by the northern states to- 
ward the belligerents. .This tendency 
in Sweden already had been shown, it 
was said, by her strong .protests, to 
Wat Britain against the action of that 
government in holding up and, confis- 
cating much of the parcel post passing 
,between Sweden and the United States. 
Thlnlwas .followed by Sweden's act of 
'retaliation In stopping all parcel post 
between^ England aud Russia. 
I Norway and Denmark, on the^othet 
hang, fee} that, bad as the situation i* 
with respect to shipping. It might still 
be worse. 
; In considering the attitudes of the 
Scandinavian countries it must be 
'borne in mind that In Norway and 
Denmark public sentiment greatly fa- 
vors the allies, while lu Sweden the 
majority sentiment appears to be pro- 
Gqrman. There are close ties of kin- 
ship between the reigning families of 
the two former countries and to* »)*!

Oregon City, Ore.—While excavating 


for a basement near the river bank 
workmen employed by Frank Buscli 
uncovered twenty skeletons of Indians 
in one hole. 


The bodies are supposed to be the re- 


mains of Indians killed in battle, foriu 
one or two cases arrowheads have been 
fouud caught between tho bones. 


The first trace of the boues was 


found early in the week, when the 
workmen uncovered a skull- It was 
buried by itself, and Mr. Busch, who 
had studied tho find carefully, believes 
that it belonged to a chief or leader. 


To prevent disturbing the bones the 


workmen began excavating in another 
place, and they found a hole with a 
radius of about six feet which Mr. 
Busch estimates contains the bones of 
at least twenty Indians. The skeletons 
are lying like the spokes of fi wheel 
with the skulls in the center. Over the 
top of the grave was a thick, hard crust 
of baked cl.iy that was hardened like 
stone.

in the three neutral nations of the 
north, and there Is without doubt just 
a little more confidence th at these 
countries will be able to fight their 
way through the difficulties of the w ar 
without being draw n into the hostili­ 
ties. 
' The position of the Scandinavian 
countries — Denmark. 
Norway 
and 
'Sweden—has been more or less a deli­ 
cate one ever since the w ar began. 
W ith each day th at the fighting con­ 
tinues the problems of commerce and 
diplomacy multipU% 
For almost two years each of the 
ithree countries 1ms been dealing indi­ 
vidually with the problems of war. 
There had been no thorough exchange 
of views since the gathering of the

KING OUSTAVE OP SWEDEN. 


,Scandinavian kings a t Malmo In De­ 
cember, 1914, when the neutrality of 
the north formally’' was proclaimed. 
There w as perhaps Just a little feeling 
of uneasiness, attributable to a lack of 
counsel, when King Gustave of Swed­ 
en suggested the conference which was 
recently held here. 
! Officials of the three governments 
feel that, difficult and complex as has 
.been the situation in the past, they 
*have j^et to deal with the real crises 
of the war. 
It is realized here that 
before peace possibly can bring an end 
ito hostilities the situation on one side 
or the other m ust be far more desper- 
'^'ate than It is today. 
I Ever so often there spreads over 
Scandinavia the report th a t Germany 
Intends eventually to "‘seize’' Denmark. 
,0f course these reports seldom get be­ 
yond word of mouth—travelers return- 
Ing from Germany assure their frielids 
they heard the news fron^ reliable 
sources—and consequently they do no! 
.call for official or other denials, 
i On the other hand, there comos Just 
as often from Sweden or Norway the 
report th at England, with a prolonged 
stress of war, would eventually shut 
off all supplies from the Scandinavian 
countries as the one sure method of 
stopping “leaks*' to Germany nnd Aus­ 
tria, 
England has trade agreements 
with Norway and Denmark, however, 
which, seem to be working in a satis­ 
factory manner. 
The wholly unauthentlcated rumors 
as to the sinister Intentions of the op­ 
posing belligerents nre set aside, of 
‘course, as worthless. 
They would be 
¡completely dismissed if it were not for 
the ever increasing fear that there may 
be two or three years more of fighting. 
The complications th at these years 
would bring about, the effect of the 
long draw n out struggle upon the bel­ 
ligerents and the constant encroach- 
mentaf upon neutral rights are looked 
/orw grd to with anything but quietude. 
In connection with the conference 
the general feeling here was that Swed- 
ish sentiment favored a more aggres­ 
sive attitude by the northern states to­ 
w ard the belligerents. .This tendency 
in Sweden already had been shown, it 
was snld, by her tStrong protests to 
’Great Britain against the action of that 
government in holding up and confis­ 
cating much of the parcel post passhig 
between Sweden and the United fStates. 
This was followed by Sweden’s act of 
retaliation In stopping all jjarcel post 
between England and Ilussia, 
I Norway and Dennnirk, on the pthei 
feel that* bud as the situation 1^ 
witJi resi;ec|: to shlppiu^, it might still 
be >yor^.

To the observing tourist through the Cumberland Valley there are still many reminders of the Civil War. 
Many of the substantial old farmsteads were raided acrain and again by Confcdornto cavalry on foraging expedi­ 
tions. Prior to the battle of Gettysburg the Confederate troops marching up the valley took Cham bersburg and Car­ 
lisle and threatened Harrisburg. 
All of the mountain roads in the vicinity of the State Sanatorium at Mont Alto wore traversed and retraverscd by 
the soldiers of both armies. 
Methods of transportation still In use at these institutions are, to the student, rem inders of war-time days. The 
four-horse team s used for transport from Mont Alto station five miles up the mountain to the institution are iden­ 
tical with those which were used by the commissary departm ent of the Union and Confederate armies. 
Tons of foodstuff, coal, and general supplies m ust bo transported over these roads to care for the small army of 
patients continually under treatm ent at the Mont Alto Sanatorium, and while Commissioner of Health, Samuel G. 
Dixon, has provided motor trucks and traction engines to do a portion of the work, the four-mule team s still do much 
of the hauling and are very largely used throughout th a t section of the^State.

FIND 20 INDIAN SKELETONS 


Supposition That They Were Buried 
Near Where They Fell In Battle. 
Oregon City, Ore.—While excavating 
for a basement near the river bank 
workmen employed by Frank Busch 
uncovered twenty skeletons of Indians 
in one hole. 
The bodies are supposed to be the re­ 
mains of Indians killed in battle, for in 
one or two cases arrowheads have been 
found caught between the bones. 
The first trace of the bones was 
found early In the week, when the 
workmen uncovered a skull. It was 
buried by itself, nnd Mr. Busch, who 
had studied the find carefully, believes 
that it belonged to a chief or leader. 
To prevent disturbing the bones the 
workmen began excavathig in another 
place, and they found a hole with a 
radius of about six feet Avhich Mr. 
Busch estimates contains the bones of 
at least tvrenty Indians. The skeletons 
are lyhig like the spokes of A wheel 
with the skulls In the center. Over the 
top of the grave was a thick, hard crust 
of baked clay that was hardened like 
stone.

virgin light the aeroplane was trans- 
iormed into a thing of gossamer gold.

the biplane. The wind was now blow­
